selves into  a  corporation  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the 
y  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  entitled  "An 
^"-  act  to  incorporate  associations  not  for  pecuniary 
hr       profit,"  approved  April  21,  1898,  do  certify : 

I.  That  the  name  by  which  such  corporation  is  to 
be  known  in  law  is  Union  County  Historical 
Society. 

II.  That  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  fonned  is  to 
discover,  collect,  procure,  preserve  and  protect  objects 
associated  with  or  relating  to  the  political,  military, 
ecclesiastical  or  literary  history  of  Union  County  and 
the  adjoining  counties,  and  especially  of  all  that  part 
of  the  territory  of  this  State  which  is  within  the  limits 
of  the  ancient  Elizabethtown  grants,  consessions,  and 
patents ;  to  display  such  objects  and  make  them  acces- 
sible to  the  public  in  a  suitable  place  or  places  and 
under  proper  conditions ;  to  make  and  maintain  collec- 
tions of  historical  books,  records  and  documents,  and 
of  all  kinds  of  manuscripts  and  papers  of  historical 
value ;  to  reprint  and  publish  rare  historical  books  and 
printed  papers ;  to  prepare  manuscripts  for  publication 
and  to  publish  the  same ;  and  generally,  to  promote, 
encourage  and  stimulate  hitorical  research  and  the 
study  of  history. 

III.  The  corporation  is  to  be  located,  and  its 
principal  business  is  to  be  conducted  in  the  City  of 
Elizabeth,  in  the  County  of  Union,  State  of  New 
Jersey. 

IV.  The  number  of  trustees  shall  be  seventeen  and 
the  names  of  the  trustees  selected  for  the  first  year 
are:

BY-LAWS 

ARTICI.E  I. 

This  organization  shall  be  called  the  Union  County 
Historical  Society. 

ARTICI.E  II. 

The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  collection 
and  preservation  of  historical  relics  and  data  pertain- 
ing to  the  territory  originally  embraced  by  Elizabeth- 
town  and  the  present  Union  County. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Members 

This  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  honorary,  and 
life  members.  Active  members  shall  be  persons  resid- 
ing in  the  County  of  Union  and  adjoining  counties. 
Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  to 
hold  office.  Honorary  members  shall  be  such  as  shall 
be  so  elected  by  active  membership  of  the  Society. 
The  names  of  persons  proposed  for  honorary  member- 
ship shall  be  made  known  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society,  at  which  time  the  proposer  shall  state  the 
reasons  for  such  election.  The  matter  shall  then  lie 
over  until  the  next  regular  meeting,  when  the  candi- 
date may  be  elected.  Life  members  may  be  elected 
on  the  payment  of  the  life  membership  fee. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President;  and 
four    Vice-Presidents   not   exceeding  two    from   any 
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municipality  in  the  County  of  Union ;  a  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  the 
President  and  four  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  elected 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  officers  shall  have 
the  powers  and  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  per- 
taining to  their  respective  offices  in  similar  societies. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Management — Trustees 

The  management  of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the 
Society  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  seventeen  Trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
meeting  each  year,  no  two  of  which  shall  be  from  the 
same  municipality,  provided  two  may  be  from  Eliza- 
beth. Vavancies  occurring  in  the  board  during  the 
year  shall  be  filled  by  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Committees 

Standing  Committees  shall  consist  of  five  active 
members  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees  and 
shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting.  Such  com,- 
mittees  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Membership  Committee. 

2.  Finance  Committee. 

o.  Building  and  Grounds. 

4.  Library  Committee.  (Books,  manuscript,  maps, 
etc.) 

5.  Historical  Relics. 

6.  Historical  Sites  Committee. 

7.  Publications. 

8.  Publicity. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Thursday  of  February,  and  regular  meetings  shall  also 
be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April,  June,  October 
and  December.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  and  at  the  written  request  of  ten  members. 
At  all  meetings  twelve  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  place  and  at 
such  hours  as  the  trustees  shall  determine. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Dues 

Active  members  shall  pay  five  dollars  annually  as 
dues.  Upon  the  payment  of  $100  any  member  may  be 
elected  a  life  member,  and  shall  thereupon  become 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Amendments 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  provided  that 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  meeting;  such 
notice  to  be  included  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting  at 
which  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  is  to  be 
voted  on.
